For the 
benefit of those who have not had 
wide experience in using this spray, 
it may be wel! to state that Mme-sul- 
phur is by far the safest spray that 
can be used at this season of the 
year, and the trees will not be injur- 
ed if spraying is delayed until after 
considerable bloom appears. It should 
not be delayed, however, until the 
trees are in full bloom,

FLE YOUR INCOME 
TAX RETURN SOON 


In a statement made to the press 
today by Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue John P. Carter, he lays particu- 
lar stress on the fact that income tax 
returns to be filed by corporations, 
partnerships and individuals subject 
to the provisions of the income tax 
law are not being reéeived-at his of- 
fice at this time as fast as they 
should be. The blank forms of re- 
turn were mailed to all taxpayers of 
record about the middle of the month 
of January, and although three 
weeks’ time has elapsed since the 
date of mailing the forms, the num- 
ber received has been atarmingly 
small. 

The collector and his deputies are 
anxious and willing to assist tax- 
payers in the preparation of their re- 
turns, but it will be tmpossible to 
furnish this assistance unless the 
taxpayers ask for it now rather than 
wait until the last ten days or two 
weeks prior to March 16th. It will 
be readily seen that if the majority 
of taxpayers postpone the filing of 
their returns until within the month 
of March that practically no assist- 
ance can be given them on account of 
the large number of people who will 
be desirous of filing returns at that 
time. 

The collector suggests that as many 
who will be required to file returns 
ap possible file their feturns now and 
not wait until the last moment. Those 
that wait to perform this duty some- 
times wait too long and as a conse- 
quence are subjected to the severe 
penalties of the law.

\fortable feeling that the census show- 
led only 8.4 per cent of the men of 
voting age unable to read and write. 
That didh’t seem excessive when the 
rumber of aliens was taken into ac- 
count. But the experience of the 
draft jarred us out of our compla- 
cency. The examining boards learn- 
ed that one man in four whom they 
evamined was unable to read and 
write English. . 

When the census enumerator asked 
an illiterate whether he could read 
and write, shame impelled him to an- 
swer “yes,” in a very large number 
of cases. But when he came before 
the examining board, he had to prove 
what he could do. That was why 
the percentage was shoved up from 
8.4 to 24.9. 

With such a situation, with one 
quarter of our population unable to 
exercise the fundamental functions of 
citizenship, we certainly can’t per- 
mit our teaching force to be. still 
further demoralized. It ought to be 
expanded, not contracted—Kansas 
City Star. :

INDIAN’S TRIBUTE TO MOTHER 


Red-Skinned Fighter in World War 
Proves Worthy Descendant of 
Race of Chiefs. . 

Wounded-With-Many-Arrows is an 
Indian living in South Dakota. 

According to an Indian custom, the 
first thing an Indian mother sees or 
says after her child is born may be 
chosen as the infant’s name. The 
night of his birth, in April, 1891, the 
mother saw a warrior who had been 
wounded by many arrows; hence th 
name given to the new-born child. 

Entering the world war in the 
armies of the great white father at 
Washington, the first thought of this 
copper-skinned descendant of a race 
of chiefs was of his mother, whom he 
named as the beneficiary in his $10,- 
000 government war risk insurance 
policy. 

The mother’s name is Susan-Loves- 
the-War and she lives at Wakpola, S. 
D. She was proud that her son was 
among the first to respond to the call 
of the United States for soldiers to 
fight for their country; she was glad 
when he came back, unharmed, full of 
wonderful stories of the adventure 
through which he had passed. And 
she realized that he had, by allotment 
of pay and by hfs insurance policy, 
demonstrated that all he had was hers, 
as everything he was he owed to her.

Big Money for Perfect Potatoes. 

The perfect potato, which resists 
blight and other “spud” diseasés, has 
been developed, according to Samuel 
Ryder, head of a well-known English 
seed firm. 

He refused to give the name of the 
hybridist, but said he paid him $12,000 
for seed potatoes which wouldn’t fill 
a@ peck measure. 

“We have bought up all the hy- 
bridized seed of this expert,” sald 
Ryder. “The average potato yield in 
1918 was four tons per acre: in Bng 
land, With the new seed, six pounds 
per.root, or 38 tons per acre, can. be 

produced. The full results ofthe per 
fect potato may not be reaped for two 
or three years.”

MADE WEALTHY BY TUNGSTEN 


Colorado Prospector Had the Laugh 
on Men Who Had Previously 
Derided His Notion. 

Without the discovery of its utility 
for, making the filament used in elec- 
tric: lighting, tungsten would still be 
a produce regarded by gold and silver 
mining prospectors asa nuisance, be- 
cause it so often interrupted their 
search for the precious metals. Be- 
fore that discovery tungsten, when 
found, was immediately thrown away; 
but now the tale Is told of a young 
mining engineer, looking for gold in 
the mountains of Colorado, who struck 
tungsten instead, and decided to make 
the best of his discovery, in the hope 
that it would increase in value. The 
price when he made his decision was 
about $8 for 20 pounds; at the begin- 
ning of the war in Hurope, it rose to 
$55, and his ore was worth $3,850 a 
ton, or as much as gold ore. In the 
spring of 1915, the price had gone 
higher, and his neighborhood in the 
mountains was alive with other mén 
looking for tungsten, often the same 
men who, a few years earlier, had 
faughed at him and nicknamed him 
“Tungsten Tim.” So, at least, runs 
the story, which is believable enough 
in view of the statement that, in 1917, 
there were sold in the United States, 
165,000,000 tungsten-fllament lamps, to 
say nothing of 75,000,000 smaller ones.

The Japanese have succeeded in 
keeping the knowledge of their famous 
lacquer a national secret. <A _ great 
number of native workmen are famil- 
far with the details, but especial care 
is taken to prevent any foreigner from 
securing any information about lac- 
quer except that which is of the most 
genera? nature and of no value to one 
who desires tO engage In its manvy- 
facture. Its basis is the simple sap of 
a tree, but as lacquer, when applied 
to wood or metal, it is quite inde 
structible. A cont of lacquer is proof

lacquer tree of Japan is very large 
Tt is always cut down at the age o 
forty years, as therenfter it begins to 
dry up. Each tree ylelds on its demo 
lition about six barrels of lacquer 
sap.
